Background

On October 2, 2015, Antrim Wind Energy, LLC (Antrim Wind), filed an Application for a
Certificate of Site and Facility (Application) with the Site Evaluation Committee (Committee).
Antrim Wind proposes to site, construct, and operate 9 Siemens SWT-3.2-113 direct drive wind
turbines capable of generating 3.2 MW for a total nameplate capacity of 28.8 MW and associated
civil and electrical infrastructure (Project.) The Project is proposed to be located in the Town of
Antrim on the Tuttle Hill ridgeline spanning southwestward to the northeastern slope of Willard
Mountain (Site).

Change in Location of the Technical Session

On March 25, 2016, a Procedural Order was issued in the docket, scheduling, among other
things, a technical session with the Applicant’s witnesses on April 25 and 26, 2016 to be held at
the offices of the Public Utilities Commission, 21 South Fruit Street, Suite 10, Concord, New
Hampshire.
